IS very reafonable to think, 
ug that Somerfet-boufe was the 
Mm firft building in England, 
@ that exhibited any refem- 
blance of Grecian architec 
© ture, and wherein much l- 
Se bour and curious workman- 
~ SS SAO fhip was employed. But 
the ftone being of a foft and loofe texture, foon be- 
came liable to decay and injury by weather: fo that now 
the edifice is almoft entirely defaced, and very few mem- 
bers remain perfect to inform us, what they originally 
were. At prefent the moft remarkable part of this palace 
is the chapel, buile by In1é0 Jones, in which the Doric 
order is enriched in the moft extravagant manner, as 
may be feen in the gzd plate of the Principles of antient 
majonry, &c. where the geometrical profile of this order 
is exaétly reprefented, with its meafures, &c. 

XLVI. York-Aairs, which our Critic fays, ‘is unquef- 
‘tionably the moft perfeét piece of building that does 
‘ honour to the name of Inico Jones’, is a beautiful 
abfurdity, pleafant to the ignorant, and contemptible to 
the judge. For the entablature which fhould have bees 
entire, of bold and grand projection, is broken back over 
each column, as if the architect was fearful, or ignorant 
of the manner of fixing up the corona between them. 
The ruftics about the fhafts of the columns, tho’ well 
confidered with refpect to the fituation, yet are not fo 
with refpeét to the frmall weight they fuftain. The in- 
tercolumnation, and the entablature and pediment, as 
confifting of few parts, are good, but the whole would 
have appeared much better, had the entablatare been con- 
tinued entire. 

XLVII. Paffing by the Gothic frontifpiece againft 
Northumberland-boufe, which, of its kind, is very mag- 
nificent ; I come to that taftlefs and expenfive building 
the Admiralty-office, the portico of which gives a gene- 
ral diftafte, tho’ few perhaps can aflign the reafon. I 
fhall therefore explain how this diftafte is produced. The 
columns are much too high ; the forms of their upper 
parts are falfe ; their intercolumnations are much too 
{mall for their diameter ; and the portico is of too nar- 
row a breadth for the whole front of the building: to 
which might be added a feries of other abfurdities, al- 
moft without end. 

When the architect defigned this building, he had, no 
doubt, fome idea of a portico in his head, which he 
caufed to be reprefented on paper, and layed before thofe 
for whom the building was ereéted. I will not under- 
take to fhew the reafon, why his defign was agreed to; 
but the manner of execution, I will tully and faithfully 
defcribe, which, I believe, was entirely new. In the rit 
place, he obferved, that the columns in the portico ot 

. Paul's, were four feet in diameter 5 and therefore re- 
folved to make the columns of this pertico the fame. He 
then orders the mafon to build an Ionic portico of four 
fuch columns ; but at the fame time not knowing, whe- 
ther columns of this diameter would {uit the given height 
of the building ; or in what manner, it would be affected 
thereby. However, the directions being given, the 
mafon gets all his columns, entablature, and pediment 
ready for raifing : and being informed at what diftances 
they were to be placed, he begins and lays their bafes ; 
erects their fhafts ; and going to fix on their capitals, to 
his furprife, difcovered, that if he had fo done, and 
thereon lay’d the entablature, &c. it would cut againft 
the middle of the upper windows, and darken all that 
flory, for the whole fpand of the pediment. I 
need not tell you, how Mr. architeét was difconcerted at 

isnews, not knowing what todo. At laft he ordered, 
as Iam informed, a clofe {caffold to be erected, to hide 
the work from the eye of the world, until fome artifice 
could be thought on to conceal his ftupidity. — Now to 
rectify this unheard of aét of ignorance in a mafterly man- 
her, 1t was neceflary, either to pull down the columns, and 
rafe them to the height déficient, by the help of pedel- 

$3 or to make new columns of greater diameter, pro- 
Portionable to the given height of the building : he da- 
ted not do the former, for fear of public difgrace s and 
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i¢ latter he knew not how to perform, as is evident by |f 


vi fir fetting out. He therefore took a middle way, 
rs Increafed the heights of the fhafts with cylinders, 
"Garden rolling fipnes. The additional height of thefe 


cylinders, whofe fides are parallel, being placed on the 
diminifhed fhafts of the columns, makes thém monttrous 
to behold, by rendering it fo much too high for the or- 
der. And as the fhafts are regularly diminifhed, and the 
cylinders have no diminution at all, the upper parts of 
thefe appear to be of greater diameter, than the diminifh- 
ed parts of the columns under them. This will bea 
lafting monument of the architeét’s ignorance, as well 
of his affurance, to undertake fo great and important a 
work ; which, for the money ur Day ought to have 
been made one of the moft magnificent buildings in the 
world. The uncommon irregular profiles, and 
furprifing Jength of the fhafts, like Cur.’s ruefu/ length 
of face, mentioned in the Dunciad, has caufed many to 
think it an entire new order; and divers debates have 
been thereon, with refpeét to the appellation pons for 
it. At length twas agreed, that Mr R—- fhould di- 
ftinguifh ix by a new term of art; who, with regard 
to the height and diftances of the columns,. fimilar to the 
hedge-ftakes driven in right lines, to form the beft kinds 
of fquare hog-ftyes in Hampfhire (of which he has late- 
ly made a new Critical Review) dignified it with the 
title af the Gruntic ‘erder.

Upon the word of a barrifler, it is genuine, 
and I have difcharg’d the office of a faithful colleétor ; 
therefore doubt not af your accuftom’d impartiality to 
iniert it.

of this piece of criticiim ? — Faith, Srevens has a 
potent advocate in Somag-sovy. — ’Egad, and fo he has, 
replies Tom Frasn —But the queftion is, adds dry Jack 
Farnasy, whether fuch an advocate deferves his thanks 
for entering the lifts in his behalf, before he feemed to 
have any enemy to encounter? To me, this letter ap- 

ears written with a manifeft view to injure Mr. R—cu 
in his pocket, and cruelly crufh the rifing reputation of 
Mr. Stevens. —— How fo, pray ? How fo? Does not 
Mr. Somk&-Bopy congratulate the town on his appearatice? 
Does he not value himfelf, that the town has an{wered 
his own private judgement of him? Nay, does he not 
level him with Boorn, and give him the preference to 
the moft celebrated of our prefent attors? And if this 
been’t the utmoit mark of friendfhip, the devil take me,

‘STEVENS every time he has hitherto appeared on the 
ftage, and joined to give him that applaufe, which 1 
think du¢to every one, who promifes we)! at his fir 
fetting out. Fora young praétitioner in any art and {ci- 
yence ftands as much in need of encouragement to bring 
him to perfeétion, as the tender plant does of the fun’s 


cnliveging rays: but as too viglent a heat dries up, and 
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withers the one: fo does an excefs of praife the promifed 
maturity of the other. In fine, it cannot fail of work- 
ing one of thefe two effects: either to elate the mind to 
fuch a degree, as to render it incapable of improvement 5 
or to fill it with fuch a conicioufnels of infuthciency, ¢s 
will {earce ever be got over. 1 will illuitrate this point 
to you, Mr.Sorip. You make a promifing figure atthe 
bar; you have the requifites to form an able pleader i 
you have a mellow, harmonious voice, and a graceful de- 
livery ; your aétion is capable of improvement by expe- 
rience: yet fhould I publicly maintain you were equal 
to Cicero, and fuperior to all your Contemporarics, 
you would have abundant reafon to fufpeét the fincerity 
of my compliment.—"Egad, as you fay, Sir, if the ching 
is defign’d as a compliment, “tis injudicious; and if 
"tis not injudicious, ‘tis worfe. —— For my part, I-can 
fee it in no other light, than abfolutely done to rein this 
promifing aétor, under pictence of commending him: 
Indeed, to make you think he means his encomium real, 
he plays the Critic on the Lavrgat and Mr. Quins 
but this is plainly another fpecimen of his mean mialice. 
Obferve him, pray. He attempts an awkward eriticitns 
on two performers, whofe abilitics for the itage were 
never queitioned even by their worft enemies ; tells you, 
the one may be excellent iz /eme few parts in comedy, and 
reduces the whole of the othe:’s merit to a good wersry 5 
on purpofe that you may fee through the coarfeneis of 
his remarks : which being {> prepofteroufly unjuit, na- 
turally fhew the whole piece to be an Irony; for if this 
be not the cafe, Mr. Some-nopvy muft be a petty fogeer 
in criticifm, and locks no farther than the page he pe- 
rufes. 

Mr. Farwasy was entering into a pirticular vindicss 
tion of their feveral manner of ating, but the company 
judg’d it entirely needlefs, "till Mr. Sose-novy fhould 
fay more to the purpofe. I am defired, in the name of
